Existing  Water  Sunni ies 

There  is  a  public  piped  water  supply  to  every  Parish, 
and  the  only  villages  not  served  are  Stapleford,  Cold  Overton 
and  Buckminster.  These  villages  have  a  private  piped  supply, 
but  schemes  have  been  approved  to  extend  the  public  mains  to 
Stapleford  and  Cold  Overton  next  year. 

There  are  technical  and  financial  difficulties  in 
supplying  Buckminster  with  a  public  piped  water  supply  by  the 
Leicester  Corporation  so  negotiations  are  now  taking  place  with 
the  Kesteven  Water  Authority  to  ascertain  the  possibility  of  a 
supply  being  made  available  by  them.  However,  in  view  of  the 
possible  interference  to  the  existing  private  piped  supply  by 
ironstone  v/orkings  discussions  have  taken  place  with  Leicester 

Corporation  to  arrange  a  "temporary  supply"  if  necessary. 

The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  now  supplied  with 
water  from  the  River  Dove. 

Stand  pipes  are  not  provided,  the  services  being  laid 
to  consumers*  premises. 

There  is  no  indication  of  any  tendency  to  plumbo  solvency 
in  the  piped  supplies. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supplied  in  any  part  of 
the  District  is  less  than  0.2p.p.m.  and  the  Council  decided  at 
its  meeting  in  March,  1963  that  no  objection  be  raised  to  any 
proposal  for  the  addition  of  fluoride  up  to  Ip.p.m.  to  water 
supplies  in  this  area. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  were  no  shortages, 
and  hosepipes  were  not  banned  as  in  previous  years.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 
Harb.v  and  Hose 

The  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  to  serve  the 
villages  of  Harhy  and  Hose  was  completed  during  the  year,  and  in 
August,  1963  a  full  time  attendant  was  appointed  to  maintain  the 
Pumping  Station  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works  on  the  scheme. 

Samples  of  the  effluent  have  “been  taken  at  frequent  intervals  hy 
the  Trent  River  Board  and  Leicester  County  Council,  and  the  result 
of  the  analyses  have  "been  satisfactory  as  the  figures  for  P*V0, 

B.O.D.  and  Suspended  Solids  were  within  the  Board’s  Standards. 

When  yourOff icials  are  satisfied  that  the  old  sewers 
(now  used  as  Storm  Water  Sewers)  are  clear  of  sewage  the  old 
sewer  dykes  will  he  cleaned  out. 

Redmile.  Barkestone  and  Plungar 

In  May  1963  ‘the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  - 
approved  this  scheme  and  gave  consent  for  tenders  to  he  invited. 

In  November,  1963  the  Council  accepted  (subject  to  Ministry 
approval)  a  tender  amounting  to  £91  >649*  from  Messrs.  G-.S.  Taylor 
&  Son  of  Uppingham,  and  in  December,  1963  the  Ministry  of  Housing 

and  Local  Government  confirmed  that  no  objection  was  raised  to  this 
acceptance.  Applications  for  grants  in  accordance  with  the  Rural 
Supplies  and  Sewerage  Acts  1944  to  1961  were  then  made  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  the  Leicester  County 
Council.  Arrangements  were  also  made  for  the  Scheme  to  be 
commenced  in  the  Spring  of  1964. 

Western  Area 

The  preparation  of  this  Scheme,  which  will  eventually 
serve  the  villages  of  Asfordby,  Kirby  Bellars,  Frisby-on-the-Wreake 
Hoby,  Rotherby,  Saxelby,  Grinston,  Wartnaby  and  Holwell,  has 
proceeded,  planning  consents  obtained  and  negotiations  carried 
out  for  the  purchase  of  the  land  required  for  the  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  at  Asfordby  and  pumping  stations  at  Kirby  Bellars  and  Frisby- 
on-the-Wreake  which  are  included  in  the  first  phase. 

It  is  anticipated  this  scheme  will  be  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  early  in  1964* 

Eaton  and  Branston 

In  November,  1963?  the  Council  approved  a  Sewerage 
Scheme  to  serve  these  two  villages  with  a  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
at  Branston.  Planning  consent  has  been  received,  and  negotiations 
are  no?/  taking  place  tp  purchase  the  required  land  for  the  pumping 
station  at  Eaton,  and  Sewage  Disposal  works  at  Branston. 

Consent  is  also  being  sought  from  the  Trent  River  Board  and 
British  Waterways  for  permission  to  discharge  the  effluent  into 
the  Reservoir  adjoining  the  site  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

When  these  negotiations  have  been  completed,  and  consents  obtained, 
the  Scheme  will  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  , 
Government  for  approval. 

Ashby  Folville 

A  Scheme  for  extending  the  sewers  and  modernisation  of 
the  existing  Sewage  Disposal  Works  was  carried  out  during  the  year 
at  a  cost  of  approximately  £7,000.

Nightsoil  is  collected  weekly  from  48  villages  end  3 
part  villages.  In  the  remaining  14  villages  and  3  part  villages 
no  collection  is  made  because  these  have  a  mains  water  supply  and 
an  efficient  Sewage  Disposal  Works  available. 

A  fleet  of  modern  vehicles  is  maintained  comprising: - 

2  -  S.D.  1,6/l8  cu.yd.  Refuse  Collectors,  with  Pore  and 

Aft  Tipping  Bodies. 

2  -  S.D.  Combined  Nightsoil  and  Cesspool  emptiers, 

800  gall,  capacity. 

1  -  S.D.  Refuse  Collector  as  a  ’’stand  by”. 

Household  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
and  no  difficulty  has  been  experienced.  The  levelling  is  carried 
out  by  means  of  a  blade  etc. ,  attached  to  a  tractor.  Part-time 
attendants  are  also  employed  at  the  tips.  The  system  has  been 
found  satisfactory. 

The  disposal  of  nightsoil  is  to  farms  where  it  is 
ploughed  into  the  land  as  manure.  There  is  at  present  no 
difficulty  in  disposal,  and  in  view  of  the  amount  of  ploughed  land 
it  is  not  anticipated  that  this  will  create  a  problem  for  the  next 
year  or  two. 

The  present  system  of  conversion  is  by  voluntary  methods 
and  has  resulted  in  the  conversion  of  67  pail  closets  and  privies 
to  water  closets  during  the  year. 

The  scheme  which  the  Council  operates  for  the  payment 
of  a  grant  towards  the  voluntary  conversion  of  pail  closets  to 
water  closets  appears  to  be  operating  very  well.  However,  in 
view  of  rising  costs,  in  November,  1983  the  Council  decided  to 
increase  the  maximum  grant  from  £13.  to  £30. 

The  Council  is  continuing  to  empty  house  cesspools  on 
request  from  the  occupiers  at  a  standard  charge  of  10/-  per  dwelling. 

Gebspools  at  Trade  premises  are  emptied  at  a  charge  of  10/-  per 
hour.  There  is,  however,  no  collection  of  the  contents  of  privy 
middens  v/ithin  the  area.

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By  the  end  of  the  year  335  dwellings  had  Been  dealt  with 
under  the  Housing  Acts  in  pursuance  of  the  Council's  Five  Year 
Slum  Clearance  programme  which  on  the  1st  of  ho vernier ,  1955, 
stood  at  302  houses  to  "be  demolished. 

As  more  detailed  inspections  are  made  of  dwellings  occupied 
by  people  on  the  Council's  Housing  List  it  "becomes  clear  that  we 
have  still  a  little  way  to  go  in  dealing  with  all  the  unfit  houses. 
Nevertheless  the  main  problem  has  been  overcome  and  as  time 
progresses  it  is  to  be  expected  that  only  a  few  such  unfit  dwellings 
will  be  further  discovered.

Pfoylsion  of  New  Houses  during  the  year 

Ninety-five  new  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  by  the  end  - 
of  1963*  Fifty-seven  of  these  were  erected  by  the  Council,  Fourty- 
eight  by  private  enterprise.  There  were  24 1  applicants  on  the 
Council  Housing  List  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  129  new  applications 
were  received  during  1963. 

A  Scheme,  which  consists  of  1 8  Aged  Persons'  Flats  a 
Warden's  Flat  and  Common  Room,  on  a  site  in  Granby  Drive,  Bottesford 
was  completed  in  April,  1963.  Ten  Aged  Persons'  Bungalows  were 
also  erected  in  Granby  Drive,  Bottesford  opposite  the  flats.  These 
tenants  have  the  use  of  the  Common  Room,  and  also  the  assistance  of 
the  Warden. 


A  contract  has  been  entered  into  for  another  Scheme  of  18 
Aged  Persons'  flats  at  Asfordby,  and  work  on  same  is  in  progress.

This  was  a  single 
lady  well  over  70  years  of  age  who  was  living  along  in  insanitary 
conditions.  The  house  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  habitation. 

She  had  only  one  living  relative  who  had  no  facilities  to  provide 
her  with  accommodation.  A  Magistrate’s  Order  v/as  obtained  whereby 
she  was  removed  to  hospital.  After  a  short  period  in  this  hospital 
the  lady  was  so  delighted  with  her  new  surroundings  that  she  agreed 
to  stay  indefinitely. 

As  a  result  of  the  case  the  house  was  represented  to  the 
Council,  a  Demolition  Order  was  made,  and  in  due  time  the  property 
was  demolished.
